A Rose by any other name.. .Missey 

When researching the Missey family surname, pronounced "Mis-Say" one has to be flexible 
to variations. Actually the surname Missey is really the French surname Missier as found on 
Jacques Missier's war records. Missier however due to the American slang, pronounced the 
name phonetically sounding like Misseee. Many of the Misse ancestors pronounced their 
surname with such a thick French drawl, as to render the name unrecognizable, confusing 
the listener into believing it was a new name altogether. 

Some documents and records used Mise, Misse, Missey, Missy, and all manner of 
pronunciations. One has to remember, back in the day, so many of our American ancestors 
were uneducated, they spelled and pronounced their name phonetically without regard to the 
actual official and/or legal family spelling. 

Some even became creative and added additional characters or eliminated characters in the 
surnames to suit their whims. So, when you are looking for family records, discard your years 
of education from your mind, and reduce your thinking to a fourth grader or less and think 
phonetically.

1913-1942 Journal of Rev. Albert Paris Missey

Rev. Albert Paris Missey after being ordained in the Methodist Episcopal Church South in 
1 908, began keeping a journal covering various dates from September 1 91 3 to November 25, 
1942. Fie and his family moved from community to community in obedience to his calling 
serving the people of central Missouri covering several states during his tenure. In his account 
of the events of their lives, his family suffered many dissapointments and hardships as you 
will read. Being in contact with his parishioners on a day by day basis, you will find his journal 
of current events interesting and informative. This journal was generously shared with me by 
JoAnn (SNOWDEN) Missey, wife of Lawrence Joseph Missey, son of Albert Paris & Mary 
Jane (STROUP) Missey. 

After Albert's italicized journal notes and commentaries, Elucidations by Floyd Thomas 
Pratt F.FI.C.. M.A.G.I. indicates my comments and elucidations are to follow. Each local 
named individual in Albert's journal has been assigned a number in brackets. This was done 
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to keep track of the people he mentions. These numerical [ ] brackets coorespond to the 
same numbered individual in his previous entries. Extensive comprehensive details on each

Bourbon. Mo September 1913 

We were sent from Red Bird, Mo. to this charge by the presiding elder. When we left Red Bird 
the church there was a fire for God but we found the Bourbon church as dead as Pompii 
there is no sign of spiritual life. 

The people here feed upon sensationalism they are worldly minded back-sliding. There are 
some that never attend church or prayer meeting only when they think it policy to do so. I have 
never saw anything just like 

this. Kenton H. Bird and Howard Callis held two meeting here in one year 1913-14 there were 
35 or 40 professions and reclamations, but the church was not edified. Some of the 
converts? were dancing in less than a year. The Evangelist is always ready to blame the 
Pastor because they do not hold out, the trouble is they have never been saved. I hope 
however there are brighter suns ahead for Bourbon. Yours in Christ, A. P. Missey 

Bourbon. Mo. November 3rd 1914 

Election day, the different parties were well represented and general excitment and 
enthusiasm prevailed every where. One of the most important features of the election was 
that of woman suffrage which carried by a large majority here. A nice little fight was witnessed 
as a result of too much booze. I was greatly surprised at how little regard people hold for the 
word of God. When a preacher appeared on the street and read from the sacred pages while 
the preacher voice was hardly audible on account the confusion of the voices of the people 
talking and argueing something they knew nothing about. My father [1] C. F. Missey is with us 
at this time. The returns of the election by 9pm show considerable gains for the Republicans 
the only Democrat elected in the county were the Procecuting Atorney and one Justice of the 
Peace as far as I know. Yours truly, A. P. Missey

[1] Father; Columbus Francis Missey was born in 5 July 1845 in Richwoods, Richwoods Twp, 
Washington, Missouri, United States. On 24 July 1847 and he was baptised as Francois 
Columbier Misse in the Saint Stephen's Parish, Saint Stephen's Catholic Church, Richwoods, 
Washington, Missouri, United States baptismal records. "Lum" as he was known by his 
friends and family, is the son of Jean (John) Baptiste (1821 -after 1880) & Marie (Mary) 
Francoise (1826-after 1900) (PIQUETTE) Misse or Missey, my 3rd great-grandparents. 

Jean Baptiste is the son of Jean "John" Louis (1787-1838) & Barbe (1895-1867) 
(BEAUCHAMP) Misse. Jean "John" Louis is the son of Jacques (1 746-1 834) & Marie 
Louise (1759-1831) (LECOMPTE) Misse from Antibes, France. Jacques Misse served 
under General Compte d'Estaing in the siege of Savanna in 1779 in the Revolutionary War. 
After marriage to Marie Louise (LECOMPTE) around 1786 in Paris, France, Jacques 
received land for his participation on behalf of the United States in the American Revolution. 
Jacques first settled in the Saint Genevieve area before 1798 and moved to the Old Mines, 
Washington County area after the 1800's. His children and descendants all lived around the 
Old Mines area. Jacques & Marie are buried in the Memorial Cemetery, Sainte Genevieve, 
Sainte Genevieve, Missouri, United States. Jean Louis and Marie are buried in the Saint 
Joachim Cemetery, Old Mines, Washington, Missouri, United States. Jean Baptiste and Marie 
(Mary) Francoise Misse are buried somewhere in Johnson Twp, Washington, Missouri, United 
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States. Columbus married Cynthia N. (TALBOT) on 19 August 1866 near Desoto, 

Jefferson County, Missouri according to Rev. Albert Paris Missey's journal. Cynthia is the 
daughter of Benjamin "Ben" (1 81 1 -1 865) & Laura (1 81 8-1 879) ( FARRIS) Talbot. 

Benjamin's parents are Daniel (1779-1862) & Elizabeth "Betsy" (1779-1825) (PARIS) 

Talbott of Louisville, Jefferson, Kentucky, United States. The Talbots were from Virginia and 
can be traced back to England with William & Mary (SHARP) Talbott. William Talbott 
came to Maryland in the mid-1600's and settled in Rappannock County, Virginia. The Talbotts 
then migrated to Kentucky, Illinois and Missouri. Lum and Cynthia Missey are buried in 
Harrison Cemetery, Vilander, Liberty Twp, Crawford, Missouri, United States. 

Bourbon. Mo. November 6. 1914 

I preached last night at Rock School house from the text Psalms 18:19. The Lord was 
present in great power. I had the great pleasure of spending the night with my life long friends 
[2] Allen Carter and wife. I always feel at home at Brother Carters. Bro. Carter was Civil War 
veteran and if I remember correctly he enlisted at the commencement of the war and served 
until discharged in 1865. He served on the Union side. Bro. Carter has lived a very temperat 
life and yet at the age of — years is full of vigor. My Sister [3] Mrs. Pratt is with us to day. Wife 
is ironing. The weather is extremely warm for the time of year. I praise God to day for victory 
in my soul. A. P. Missey

[2] Allen Carter (1839-1922) son of Rev. Valentine S. (1820-1890) & Maleta (1817-1887) 
(EPPERSON) Carter married Narcissis (1837-1881) (CARTER) daughter of Marcus 
(1806-1880) & Marena (1812-1874) (CARTER) Carter in 1861 in Crawford County. 

Valentine was also an ordained minister of the Methodist Episcopal Church South. Valentine's 
parentage is unknown at this time. Allen was born in Murray, Georgia, United States. His 
parents were from Bradley, Tennessee, United States and moved to Crawford, Missouri, 
United States in 1859. Maleta "Letha" (EPPERSON) Carter daughter of Jesse & (wife 
unknown) Epperson married Valentine Carter between 1832-1835 in Tennessee. Marcus & 
Marena (CARTER) Carter's parentage is unknown at this time. They were married in 1826 

in Roane, Tennessee, United States and came to Newton, Missouri, United States in 1849- 
1850 and then to Crawford, Missouri by the 1860 census. Marcus & Marena eventually 
moving to Hickory, Missouri, United States. Allen and Narcissis (CARTER) Carter are 
buried in New Rock Cemetery, Boone Twp, Crawford, Missouri, United States with his 
parents. 

[3] In reference to Albert's sister; Mrs. Pratt, he is referring to Mary Laura Magdalene 
(MISSEY) (1874-1938) married Henry Winslow "Win" (1870-1914) Pratt whom are my 
great-grandparents. Laura married Winslow (wrongly named William on the marriage license) 
on 29 January 1 893 in Crawford County. Henry Winslow "Win" Pratt is a son of Alexander 
"Alex" R. (1832-1912) & Mary (1835-after 1876) (KIMBERLIN) Pratt. Alexander is a son of 
Henry (1804-after 1840) & Nancy (1803-1876) (CARTER) Pratt from Monroe County, 
Tennessee. Due to his Cherokee heritage, Henry and family were forced on the "Trail of 
Tears" in 1839 jumping the trail in Washington County and settling in what is now known as 
Hamilton Hollow, Johnson Township. Nancy (CARTER) married Henry Pratt in Greene 
County, Tennessee on 3 October 1820. Nancy is a daughter of Jesse (1774-1849) & 

Susanna (1775-1865) (HARMON) Carter from McMinn County, Tennessee. Jesse Carter 
Sr. is a son of Levi Sr. (1 734-1 81 1 ) & Susanna () Carter. Susanna (1 775-1 865) 

(HARMON) Carter is a daughter of Hance Peter Sr. (1733-ca 1810) & Margaret 
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(CHOULYN) Harmon. The Harmons were from Kusel, Palatinate, Rheinland-Pfalz, 

Germany. Hance is a son of Jacob Sr. (1693-1764) & Caterine (1700-after1764) 
(PAULSCHEN) Harmon. Hance was born on the Atlantic Ocean on their way to their new 
home in Virginia. Mary (KIMBERLIN) is a daughter of Rhinehart "Rinard" (1 803-after 1 886) 

& Frances Jane (1804-after 1886) (PETERS) Kimberlin(g). The Kimberlings and Peters 
families were originally from Germany with our oldest known patriarch; Hans Jacob (1709- 
1763) & Mary Magdelena (ca1708-after1783) (RHINEHART) Kummeriein from Palatinate, 
Rheinland-Pfalz, Germany. After moving to Virginia, their grandson; James Sr. (cal 782- 
after1830) & Nancy (ca1782-after1830) (HUMPHRIES) Kimberling left Potts Creek, 

Botetourt, Virginia, United States and came to Washington County, Missouri by 1820. James 
and Nancy's son, Rhinehart known as Rinard was named after his grandmother's maiden 
name. ..Rhinehart. Frances (PETERS) Kimberlin is a daughter of John Jacob (1 776-1 868) 

Jr. & Sally (CLAY) Peters. John Jr. is a son of John Jacob (1755-1836) Sr. & Frances 
(SYMNS) Peters for Rockingham County, Virginia. John Sr. is a son of Jacob Sr. (1716- 
1801) & Elizabeth (??) Peters of Palatinate, Rheinland-Pfalz, Germany. 

Rinard and Frances Kimberling are believed to buried in Kimberlin Cemetery at Anthonies Mill. 
Winslow & Mary Laura Magdalene (MISSEY) Pratt are buried in the Harrison Cemetery, 
Vilander, Liberty Twp, Crawford, Missouri, United States. Alexander Pratt is buried in the 
Freeman Cemetery, Cherryville, Osage Twp, Crawford, Missouri, United States. Mary 
(KIMBERLIN) Pratt is beiived to be buried in Hamilton or Blanton cemetery in Johnson 
Twp, Washington County, Missouri. 

Bourbon. Mo. Saturday night November 14. 1914 

The week has passed unusually quiet. The election temperature has about subsided to 
normal. And business has about resumed its normal attitude. The thing of the most vital 
interest and the thing that concerns me most is the spiritual condition of the church at this 
place. There is not a live member in the church and yet I feel more determined to night than 
ever to press the battle for God. I have been greatly burdened today in prayer and tomorrow 
the Lord willing I will preach from the text I Cor. 12:31. (I am sleepy and must retire for tonight. 
) Missey 

Bourbon. Mo. November 26. 1914 

Thanks giving day passed off unusually quiet. A thanksgiving was held at the Methodist 
Church at 8pm. The Rev. J. P. Hill of St. James, Mo occupied the pulpit and preached an 
excel iant sermon from the text Psalms 103:1,2,3. The congregation was small owing to the 
fact that the devil made his usual visit to town. And a dance at Rhorer Hall was the result. I 
must not fail to mentioned that the church was fairly represented at the dance, an another 
item of interest I must not fail to note, was; that his Satanic majesty inspired the ladies aid to 
give a suprise party in town for the benefit of those that for policy sake would not attend the 
dance, and at the same time did not feel disposed to attend church. It is any wonder that the 
spiritual temperature of the church is low. Who is to blame for this, if not the Devil? O' God 
give us grace and wisdom to deal prudently with such problems from time to time. A. P.

Bourbon. Mo. November 29. 30 1914 

I preached at Rock School House Sunday at 11am to an attentive and appreciative audience 
for the text 1 Cor 12:31, 13:1-6. The Lord was present in great power. Spent Saturday with [4] 
Bro. A. V. Carter & family. Sunday after noon and Sunday night with [5] Bro. Allen Carter & 
family. Sunday night services were conducted by Bro. Young of the Christian Holiness Sect. 
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Monday morning the 30th, Bro. Allen Carter brought me home. I found family all well. My sister 
[6] Mrs. Laura Pratt paid us a visit to day. One would be suprised to note the change that has 
taken place in the Rock Community in the last 30 years in a religious way. Nearly all of the old 
settlers have died and gone. And the spiritual death is due largely to that fact, and it can be 
attributed to the fact that Russelism, Mormonism, and Catholicism, and the Devil is 
responsible for it all.

[4] Reference to A. V. Carter would be Andrew Valentine "Tine" (1856-1936) Carter another 
son of Rev. Valentine S. & Maleta (EPPERSON) Carter, see number [2], Andrew married 
Ida Wilhemenia (1 872-1 948) ( DIERKING) on 1 3 March 1 895. Ida is the daughter of George 
Heinrich "Hy" (1 836-1 91 1 ) & Sophia Maria Dorothea (1 844-1885) ( KASSEBAUM) Dierking. 
The Dierkings and Kassebaums were from Germany. George arrived in the US in 1847 and 
married Sophia on 2 October 1860 in Franklin County, Missouri. They settled in Lyon Twp, 
Franklin County, Missouri. George and Sophia are buried in the Saint Jordan's United Church 
of Christ Cemetery, Jefferiesburg, Union Twp, Franklin, Missouri, United States. Andrew and 
Ida are buried in the Hill Cemetery, Bourbon, Boone Twp, Crawford, Missouri, United States.

Bourbon. Mo. December 25. 1914 

This is the second Christmas that we have spent during our Pastorate here in the little town of 
Bourbon. There were no services that I know of at any of the churches except at the Luthern 
Church. Every thing was unusually quiet over the entire town as Bourbon has no saloons. My 
Father and my sister and her family were with us today and we spent a very pleasant 
Christmas to gether. My nephew [7] Lloyd Missey from Jefferson County was with us also. 
While we have enjoyed ourselves immensely to day. I am not unmindful! of the fact that in 
European Countries to night there are thousands of homeless mothers and children without 
food and shelter that need the prayers and assistance of a great country like this. I have just 
sent $5.00 of the Lord's money to be applied to the war relief fund. Yours in Christ, A. P.

1943) & Louella "Ella" Martha (1874-1944) (STREET) Missey. John Benjamin is a brother 
to Rev. Albert Paris Missey. Louella "Ella" Martha (STREET) is the daughter of William Jr. 

(1 845-afterl 870) & Amanda C. (1 848-afterl 880) ( McGHEE) Street. Amanda C. 

(McGHEE) or McGee is the daughter of Wiley B. (1 809-1 879) & Arminda (1 91 6-afterl 850) 
(DANIEL) McGee from Grainger County, Tennessee. John, Ella and Lloyd are buried at 
Potosi City Cemetery, Potosi, Breton Twp, Washington, Missouri, United States. 

Bourbon. Mo. 9:24am January 1st. 1915 

The new year of 1915 dawned moderatly fair. Temperatures at present stands at 321/2. The 
year of ninteen hundred and Fourteen closed one of the most eventful years in the history of 
the world. The European war is conceded to be one of the bloodiest conflicts that ever stained 
the annals of history. And still goes on with increasing fury. Just what the outcome is going to 
be is hard to tell. We had an interesting service last night at the M. E. Church. I preached from 
Joshua 3:4,5. Mr. Howard our telephone man recited a splendid piece from "Prentice! The 
Closing Years. " [8] Mrs. Amelia Koppelman read a splendid article on thankfulness. [9] Miss 
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Lillian Koppelman performed at the organ and rendered excellent music. The congregational 
singing was unusally good. In the evening we were surprised to receive a visit from our 
cousins, [ 1 0] Mr. Nathaniel Walker and [11] Frank Pearman and wife. "Come let us a new, our 
January persue, roll round with the years, roll round with the years, and never stand still till the 
Master appears.

[8] Amelia L. (1 876-1 971 ) (WILMESHERR) Kappelmann daughter of Frederick K. (1 852- 
1923) & Caroline W. (1856-1928) (TOELKE) Wilmersherr. Amelia married Henry H. 
Kapplemann in 4 October 1 896. Henry (1871-1 922) is the son of Frank W. (1 837-1 91 1 ) & 

Mary Caroline (1846-after1920) (BORGMANN) Kapplemann of Beaufort, Lyon Twp, 

Franklin County, Missouri. They owned a mercantile business in Bourbon, Missouri and later 
the Bourbon Hotel. The Kapplemanns and the Wilmersherrs were from Germany. Henry and 
Amelia were instrumental in building the Methodist Church in Bourbon, Missouri. Henry and 
Amelia Kapplemann and Fred and Caroline Wilmersherr are buried in New Bourbon 
Cemetery, Bourbon, Boone Twp, Crawford, Missouri, United States. 

[9] Lillian A. (1898-1919) (KAPPLEMANN) is a daughter of Henry H. (1871-1922) & Amelia 
(1876-1971) (WILMESHERR) Kappelmann. Lillian married B. A. (??) Meyer. Lillian also 
buried in New Bourbon Cemetery, Bourbon, Boone Twp, Crawford, Missouri, United States. 

[10] Nathaniel Walker (1872-after 1910) born in Minnesota married Laura A. (1873-after 1910) 
(PEARMAN) on 3 April 1 896 in Franklin County. Laura is the daughter of Ambrose (1 825- 
after 1910) & Mary (1839-after 1900) (MEASEY) Pearman. Ambrose was from England. 
Ambrose married Mary between 1860-1861 . Ambrose Pearman's first wife was Sarah (1830- 
after 1860)(SPRAGUE) also from England. Sarah died near Alton, Illinois. Can't find where 
any of them are buried. 

[11] Can not find information about Frank Pearman, probably related to Laura ( PEARMAN) 
Walker. 

Bourbon. Mo. February 2nd 1915 

The day has been cloudy and snowing. The sun was visible about twice during the day. It was 
possible for the ground hog to have seen his shadow at that time if he came out. Everything 
has been unusally quiet today. But, quite a number from the country came to town regardless 
of the mud and enclement weather. Brother [12] Ed Missey went to Owensville, Mo. to day to 
look out a location for a Barber shop. We are planning and praying for a revival here at the 
Methodist Church to begin next Sunday the 7th. Rev. B. L. Patterson of Henderson, KY will 
assist in the meeting, the Baptist are all ready holding for it Rev. G. J. Northcutt, doing the 
preaching. If ever there was a place that needed a genuine Holy Ghost revival it is Bourbon. 
"Lord wilt thou not revive us again. " Yours in Christ, A. P. Missey

[12] Brother; Edmun Forrest Missey (1884-1971) married on 1907 in Crawford County, Grace 
Sybil (1 891 -1971) (BREWER). Should be noted that when Ed signed his WWI draft 
registration card he signed his name Edmun. This is how I will spell his name. Ed was a 
barber by vocation in Bourbon and surrounding communties. Grace Sybil ( BREWER) is 

the daughter of James John Henry (1 843-1 927) and Susan (1854-1 941 ) ( WEST) Brewer. 
Susan is the daughter of Isaac (1831 -1900) & Mary A. (1 831 -after 1 860) ( GRAVATT) 

West. James John Henry Brewer is the son of John Henry (1 828-1 850) & Lucinda (1831 - 
1907) (WHITESIDES) Brewer. The Whitesides and the Brewers were from Waterloo 
Town, Monroe, Illinois, United States. Lucinda is the daughter of James (1 808-afterl 850) & 
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Dorothy Elenore (1809-after 1850) (JOHNSTON) Whiteside. James & Susan, Ed and 
Grace are buried in Buffalo Cemetery, Sullivan, Meramec Twp, Franklin, Missouri, United 
States. 

Bourbon. MO May 26th 1915 

I was born in Belleview, Iron Co., MO, Nov. the 11th 1867. How long we lived in Iron County I 
do not know. My father moving from there while I was quite small. Since that time I have lived 
and raised principally in Washington and Crawford Counties. So it can truthfully be said that I 
am a Missouiran for which I have every reason to be proud and feel really honored. My father 
[13] Columbus F. Missey was born in Washington County July 7th 1844. My mother [14] 

Synth ia N. Missey was born in Washington Co. April 3rd 1848 and died March 28th 1896. To 
this union was born nine children: 

[15] Albert Paris Missey born November 11th 1867; 

[16] Benjamin Missey born October 4th 1869; 

[17] Lee C. Missey born March 2nd 1872; 

[18] Laura M. Missey born July 20th 1874-died April 17, 1938; 

[19] Judson R. Missey born February 4th 1876; 

[20] Frank C. Missey born March 20th 1879; 

[21] Ambrose J. Missey born August 9th 1881; 

[22] Ed F. Missey born August 29th 1884; 

[23] Gertrude A. Missey born November 6th 1888-died November 12, 1888 

My father was married to my mother who was Miss Synth ia Talbot, August 19th 1866. My 
mother was the daughter of Captain [24] Benjamin Talbot served in the Southern Confedercy 
and was killed while at home on a furlow by bushwackers just before the close of the Civil 
War. Her mother was Miss [25] Laura Farris. To this union was born eleven children of whom 
the greater part are fast asleep, only 3 now living. 

My father's family was mostly brought up in Washington Co., MO. His parents finally moving 
to Crawford Co., Mo, where they resided untill death. Their family was large being eight in all 
that grew up to man and woman several dying in infancy. My father was the oldest of the boys 
serving as soldier in the Union Army of his family 4 are still living. My father is still living 
residing at present time in Bourbon. 

I was the oldest of my father's family we came to Crawford Co., MO. when I was quite small 
brought up in the occupation of farming on what is known as Crows Creek in the grand old 
Meremac hills. Here I lived untill I was grown. About this time I was seized with a desire to 
study medicine and in 1893 1 entered the Marion Sims College of Medicine in St. Louis, MO. 
After taking a 3 year course in medicine I decided to practice between terms and in the spring 
of 1896 I located at Old Mines in Washington Co., MO. Here I practiced medicine for about 12 
years never taking my M.D. degree. 

It was during my college days and the 12 years of the practise of medicine that I fearfully into 
sin and probably would have continued so had not I met with my dear friend John W. Dotson 
of Troutt, Mo. And by his kindly advice and earnest Christian preaching I was won back to 
Christ. And I at once united with the Methodist Church South at Souls Chapel in Washington 
Co., MO. From this time I yielded to the urgent call to the ministry that I had felt from early 
boyhood which I had tried to ignore by my dissipated life. I was then licensed to preach by the 
licensing committee at Irondale in the Farmington district while R. A. Vaughn was presiding 
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elder of that district. 

Here commenced the greatest battle of my life. I saw that I could not mix medicine and 
religion together one or the other had to be given up. The Devil used my friends to try to 
persuade me to continue the practise of medicine and finish my graduating course in college. 
But I knew too well that my old associations would prove conducive to my best spiritual 
interest and I was having a struggle to break away from my old habits. I was living an up and 
down life several times falling completely back to sin. This state of affairs continued for about 
3 years untill I was led into the state of santification in the year of 1907. Here the struggle with 
liquor and the tobacco habit ceased and my ministry was a marked success. To the Father, 

Son and the Holy Ghost be all the praise both now and for ever. Amen. 

In the spring of 1907 June the 4th I was married to [26] Miss Mary Stroupe the daughter of [27] 
William Stroupe. Her mother was [28] Sarah Adams of Aurora, Mo. She dying when my wife 
was only eight years old. After our marriage we lived on Crows Creek about 3 years where 
our 2 first little girls were born. [29] Martha and [30] Laura. 

From here I was sent to take charge of the Lone Prairie circuit where I served one year, while 
here the parsonage was destroyed by fire. We then moved back to Crows Creek in Crawford 
Co., MO. to our old home when our second child Laura was born.

But there are a 
few faithful souls that still love God's cause and we are praying that will again visit us with a 
gracious revival of religion over the entire world. Thanks giving day was passed quietly without 
even having a Thanksgiving service this I mostly blame my self for, my father C. F. Missey 
from Prosperity, Mo. was with us on this occasion. And at this writing is still with us. 

Everything is unusually dull and quiet, but we are praising God for good health and fine 
weather. Mary has dinner ready and must close. 12am A. P. Missey 

Christmas at Red Bird. MO. Evening December 25th. 1915 

The day has passed off unusually quiet, but was pleasant, the children were very happy with 
their dolls, toys and candy, we were all in splendid health and did ample justice to a fat goose 
for dinner presented to us by Bro. [41] Clin Sewell and Bro. [42] Chas. Gibson. And many 
other good things were presented to us in a friend party by the good people of Red Bird. 
Methodists, Campbellites, and Baptists. The day presented the appearance of a real 
Christmas on account of a heavy snow that had fallen all day yesterday and through the night, 
but the day has been warm and pleasant. Sister [43] Arvey Farris came in for a few minutes 
in the morning and Bro. [44] T. S. Brown came in the evening and presented us with a 
beautiful scripture text calendar. [45] Lidda, Olia, and Thelma Gibson spent the evening with 
our children and had a pleasant time. During the day I visited at Grays, Gibsons, Kempers 
and Sewells. The Lord willing I will preach at the Methodist Church tomorrow. Subject. God's 
gift to the world.

The month closed with rain freezing on the timber doing great damage to timbers and 
orchards. This is ground hog day and the sun has been shining brightly most all of the day. So 
he has had no trouble about seeing his shadow. The weather is still very cold and the heavy 
coat of ice still hangs on the timber. While the indications for fair weather are very favorable to 
night. We are all enjoying splendid health to night for which we praise our Heavenly Father. 7- 
30pm A. P. Missey 

Red Bird. Mo. May 16-1916 

My Father [46] C. F. Missey whose biography will be found on page 1 of this leger departed 
this life April 26th 1916 at the home of his son [47] Ed. F. Missey, Bourbon, Mo. All the family 
were present at his death, but two. [48] Lee and [49] Ambrose. The following is his obituary 
written by me after coming to Red Bird. A. P. Missey Pastor M. E. Church South, Red Bird, 

Mo. 

The subject of this sketch, [46] Columbus F. Missey, was born at Richwoods, Washington 
County, Mo., July 7, 1844, and departed this life at Bourbon, Mo., April 26, 1916, at the age 71 
years 9 months and 19 days. He was married to [47] Synth ia N. Talbot, in 

Washington County Mo., August 19, 1866. To this union were born nine children, eight of 
whom survive, one dying in infancy.

The european 
war is still raging with very little signs of peace. While our own country is at peace for which 
we are very very thankful I to our creator, yet we are experiencing trying times. The high cost 
of living is making it very hard for poor people to get through the winter and worse has not yet 
come. This is the first time in ten years that we have been without a pastorate. But still we are 
preaching when we have an opportunity and working at what ever we can find to do at very 
small wages. Truly these are "perilous times" and I believe we are living in the last days. The 
new year of 1917 has been one of the longest days I ever experienced for the 1st of January. 
We all spent the day with [57] Thomas Farris Jr. and helped him to kill hogs to day. How 
thankful we are to night that we have health for which we praise the good Lord. At this writing 
the Lord has blessed us with five precuos children. We are starting in with new resolutions 
and a greater determination to walk closer with God this year than ever before. When we note 
the great falling away in the church and a moving indifference among the people about 
spiritual things we think it is high time to awake. "Lord wilt Thou not revive us again?" How can 
the church be satisfied with such a low standard of liety even among its pastors, but such is 
the conditions. Of that God would visit his people with a mighty out pouring of his spirit untill 
every dancing, card playing, pool playing church members and every backsliden preacher in 
the country would awake and come to God.

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Birch Tree . Mo., November 28. 1918 

After our appointment to the Birch Tree and Emmenence circuit, we was late arriving on the 
work arriving here the 6th of November after along and wearisome journey of 300 miles on our 
arriving in Birch Tree we was taken into the home of [58] Rev. Paschall one of superanuated 
preachers. The next morning I awoke with a burning fever. (Spanish Enfluenza) which was 
prevailing very extensively in the United States. Many people dying as a result of Pneumonia. 
Here our entire family fell a victum to this dreaded disease. Also, Bro. Paschall's family was 
prostrated at the same time. Here we stayed for 2 weeks when on the 1 7th we moved into the 
parsonage, wife being very weak only being out of bed but a few days. Since then the Lord 
has wonderfully blessed us all having fully returned to health. We was made sad on 
Thanksgiving day to recieve the sad news of the death of my dear brother [59] Frank Missey 
whom we had left in good health on the 5th of November. My brother dying November 22, 

1918, thus broke the first link in the chain of a large family of eight children - correction this 
was the second link in the family of 9 children one dying in infancy. After spending 2 years on 
the Birch Tree Circuit we were removed to Centralia, Okla. We made many friends while at 
Birch Tree, Mo. Some have crossed over, since our coming to Birch Tree, we met with a 
great deal of friendly opposition while at Birch Tree, this came from the church their names I 
will not mention. While here I was compelled to take up the practice of medicine. Partly in the 
interest of humanity and partly as a means of support during the winter of 1920 the worst 
epidemic of flu broke out that the country had experienced up to this time. Many people died 
as a result of the flu and it's complications- pneumonia. I hope the country will never 
experience another such a scourge. We pray God's blessing upon the people of Birch Tree.

We arrived in Okla at Vinita Nov. 9-1920 and come out to Centralia that evening paying a man

eye ever looked upon. Since then we have become more reconciled and better satisfied. 
Centralia was once a prosperous town of 1000 inhabitants, to day you could scarsely find 
500. The church is spiritually dead. And I am expecting to accomplish some good here, yet it 
is all with the Lord. 
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Centralia. Okla. November 10, 1921 

We have just closed a splendid year on the Centralia Circuit. We have held some good 
meetings, especially at Tympson Chapel. A number of people were saved and the church 
was greatly strengthened and built up. I have found some loyal people among the Cherokees 
while holding my meeting there. Two young men gave their lives to the ministry namely Bro. 
Dwight Hunt and Bro. Cicero Hilderbrand, a full blood Cherokee. This has been a source of 
new pleasure to me to have them recommended for licenses to preach at my 4th conference 
at Tympson Chapel, a place with people I have learned to love. 

The Annual Conference will convene today Tulsa, Okla. Bro. Martin and I will start tonight for 
our place at the conference. I will write later when I return from the conference. A. P. Missey,

After Conference some conditions arose that made it impossible for us to stay another year in 
Okla. We left Okla. in the spring of 1922 and came back to Missouri. 

Centralia. Okla December 25th 1921 

Christmas day in Centralia, Okla, in some respect I believe this is the dullest Christmas that I 
have ever expeienced. Only for the fact that the Lord is with us it would be a dull day in deed. 
We have been bountifully supplied by friends with plenty to eat to day. This is our second 
Christmas here in Okla and if the Lord is willing I want it to be the last. There are five families 
in this town that like Alexander the copper smith, have "greatly with stood us. " For the benefit 
of the reader I will memtion Montgomerys, Hartleys, Grimes, J. M.

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Prior to his conversion, he was a man of the material world and as a man of the world, he 
indulged in worldly pleasures, which carry consequences and he even admits, those 
consequences were a heavy burden to bear. He also describes the classic struggle between 
good and evil, unchecked passions against temperance, self control in conflict with 
indulgences for the possession of his eternal soul. Struggling with the vices of this world he 
claimed victory and sought to help others, who also, were struggling. This is a sign of genuine 
repentance... when you desire to help others overcome the ways of the world. 

He did his duty moving his family from place to place in pursuit of spreading the gospel of 
Jesus Christ by teaching others the way to conquer their passions and master the control of 
their physical bodies. His family suffered, not for lack of the necessities of life... I am sure 
there were shortcomings, but suffered through sacrifice, economic and lack of social and 
physical luxuries. 

For such a divine ministry, the Lord requires such sacrifices. Had he denied his calling and 
remained in Bourbon, he would have prospered and been established with a business and 
property as a respected physician. He could have continued his medical training and pursued 
his medical career instead of the ministry. He would have enjoyed a wealthy and prosperous 
life. 

However, being a man of high caliber, he could not deny the burning in his bosom to serve his 
Heavenly Father and by serving his fellow man he served his Heavenly Father. He knew the 
pleasures of this life are not needed when the Lord calls you to "feed" his sheep. The Lord 
requires we go where he wants us to go and he will provide. 

This, Reverend Albert and his family did with undying dedication and love and have benefited 
from the blessings of such sacrifice. Reading his journals, I conclude he was a good 
preacher, and not only morally good, but he was successful in his work. 

As you have read in his journal, each time he was assigned to minister to a circuit, the people 
in that region were in poor spiritual health. Through his guidance and love, he increased their 
spirituality and brought them closer to their Heavenly Father. When he left the region, the 
congregation was on a high spiritual plane and when he would return, a few years later, he 
found the spirituality had declined in his absence. Since he was a good spiritual teacher, and 
a good example, our Heavenly Father blessed him and his family. 

As a blessed man, he found favor with our Heavenly Father and ail who came in 
contact with him were blessed. He helped people build families by marrying hundreds of 
people throughout the Maries, Gasconade, Phelps, Crawford, Washington and Jefferson 
Counties of Missouri. He brought much joy into the lives of his congregations and set a good 
example for them as their preacher, father, husband and son. 

As evident in his journals, he loved his family, and actively participated in their lives. As you 
read his journal, pay particular attention to his closing remarks. He gave his family a father's 
blessing before he died as did our great progenitor.. .Father Adam did at Adam-ondi-Ahman. 

I feel Albert is a man who lived, walked and taught in the light of our Heavenly Father. I look

When I began my family history research career in 1975, there were several researchers 
already ahead of me concerning almost all of my main family lines. They had been 
researching their family lines years before I arrived on the scene.

Missey ancestors. 

The material was so condensed it blew me away. I was not prepared for such a huge 
onslaught of material and being preoccupied with other "projects" at the time, I was in no 
position to even begin to investigate this material and I didn't get around to her material for 
another 10 years in 1992!!

She wrote me a letter (1983) asking me if I had received her material and I thanked her but 
replied I was in no position to take a hard look at it at that time and would get back to her when 
I finally got around to it. 

It wasn't until 1992 I was really able to get into the Missey line and wrote to her and we began 
corresponding concerning her material. 



By then, I had been able to "fill in the blanks" on many of the siblings and aunts and uncles of 
the Missey and allied families and was able to help her with material she had not investigated. 

Since, my research took in all supporting and allied family lines , she had concentrated 
her research mostly only on direct line ancestors.

How Did She Do IT? 



She had written to various relatives and siblings of Larry's and was able to secure copies 
of all three journals of Larry's father; Rev/Dr Albert Paris Missey. Along with those Journals 
she sent me letters, correspondence and historical data as well as family group sheets from 
various paid researchers mentioned above. 

She wrote to various governmental entities, which had access to Jacques Missier's military 
records. She wrote to foreign dignitaries seeking help in researching Jacques Missier's 
residence, participation and activities while he and his family were living in Paris, France. 

She wrote to other Missey family researchers seeking information concerning the Missier, 
Misse and Missey families. 

Knowing the time, effort, expense and price she paid to obtain this material over the years I 
was afraid as I have seen with so many other researchers, when they died, their research 
material would be lost to rest of us and all their hard work would be for not. 

I remember when Geraldine Mabel (MILLER) Reed lost her husband and son; she 
completely shut down her research for 10 years. And to add insult to injury, after her mourning 
period, when Bonnie and I visited her in Desloge, Missouri, her memory had deteriorated to the 
point she became confused and disoriented concerning her research. 

I remember seeing boxes and boxes of research records piled from the floor to the ceiling and 
I wondered who would be the beneficiary of that material. I advised her to send it to Salt Lake 
City to the Genealogical Department so they could take care of it. I don't know what happened 
to all that research material... Mabel died in 2010. 

Consequently, motivated by the idea of preserving their research, the Pratt Progenitor Papers 
Series was conceived (1990) to promote all known research on a particular individual and his 
family and descendants known at that time, into book form for others to benefit from our 
collective research.

I have been noticing problems with Google Chrome for several months, for example, not only is it 
slow, but when I visit www.findaqrave.com after a few minutes letters and words on the memorials 
begin to disappear and are replaced with gibberish and lines rendering the site unusable. But when I 
use Firefox as my browser I do not have that problem. 

Also, I found when I try to use my old Internet Explorer as my browser and I post the open library link 
as stated above if it does take you to my Lists page, when you select a book as a PDF it states it 
cannot make the connection. 

I wrote to Open Library concerning this issue and their reply was the following...

My only conclusion is that some books on Internet Archive may have had hackers attaching software 
programs to some of the millions of books they house. 
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If you surf their website and browse their millions of books and download a bunch of their books then 
you might pick up one of these free riding software programs. However, if you stick to my books and 
just download them only, I don’t think you have anything to worry about. 

I do not have any programs attached to these books. However, I will investigate other repositories 
where I can post these books for your free access, but I am sure they all suffer this problem. 

I have not received any complaints, comments concerning Internet Archive about problems with these 
downloads so, I assume we are good. According to their records my books have had hundreds of 
downloads.

This 
experience gave him training in detective and investigative skills. Little did Mr. Pratt 
know, how useful these skills would be in the field of genealogy.
